FURIOUS residents have blast¬ 
ed plans to concrete over part 
of Harlow Town Park to pro¬ 
vide new parking spaces for 
visitors. 

Harlow Council is currently consid¬ 
ering proposals to transform a chunk 
of parkland near the existing pedestri¬ 
an entrance off Howard Way into a car 
park for around 25 vehicles. 

It claims the move will make the 
park more accessible, but residents liv¬ 
ing in nearby Altham Grove have crit¬ 
icised the plans as “counter-produc¬ 
tive” and argue that existing parking 
facilities at School Lane are more than 
adequate for visitors. 

Local teacher Tim Clark said he and 
fellow residents would fight the plans. 
“No-one living here wants to see this 
popular green space, the only flat field 
in the entire park, swallowed up to 
make way for a car park,” he told the 
Star. 

“Aside from road safety concerns 
and the inevitable increase in noise 
and pollution, people in Altham Grove 
see this part of the park as their village 
green. To lose it is unthinkable. 

“If the council pushes ahead with 
plans to concrete it over, we’ll roll out 
the battlebus and fight tooth and nail 
to protect it. There's already a large car 
park on School Lane that’s very rarely 
full. Enough of the town’s green 
spaces have already been eaten up; the 
line needs to be drawn somewhere.” 

Another resident, who wished to 
remain anonymous, said there were 
other sites better suited to the council's

plans. “What about the authority’s own 
vacant Marshgate depot, the empty 
garages near Altham Grove or the 
unused MFI store car park backing on 
to the adventure playground?” 

“Surely the council can see that by 
shrinking the park to provide parking 
for more visitors defeats the object. 
They effectively want to take away the 
park in order for people to visit it!” 

The council, which owns the land, 
would not need planning permission to 
start work on the site as the plans form 
part of an agreement signed with 
housebuilder Croudace after the devel¬ 
oper was granted permission to build 
on the former swimming pool site on 
First Avenue. 

As part of the deal, the firm has 
agreed to provide up to 65 new public 
parking spaces for town park users at 
three locations - 20 on the site of its 
new residential development, 20 at 
Fifth Avenue and 25 on the disputed 
site off Howard Way. 

Councillor Tony Hall, portfolio 
holder for the environment, told the 
Star: “These proposals are not about 
eating into park land but about opening 
the park up to make it more accessible. 
A fair amount of unofficial parking 
goes on already around the park so we 
are only making proper arrange¬ 
ments to manage an existing issue.” 

However, he hinted the authority 
could still reconsider its plans for the 
Howard Way site. 

“I’m pleased that residents are put¬ 
ting forward their views on these pro¬ 
posals,” he said. “Marshgate Farm is 
being sold by the council and the MFI 
car park is privately owned so neither of 
these are realistic options, but we’re 
happy to look at the vacant 
garage area at Altham Grove as a possi¬ 
ble site.”

THE bus operator planning to overhaul the 
route of a popular service linking the town 
centre with Old Harlow has moved to reas¬ 
sure elderly and disabled passengers they 
will not be left stranded by the changes. 

As reported in last week’s Star, Arriva is 
about to re-route its number 8 service 
along First Avenue, meaning passengers 
living in Maddox Road, Long Ley, 
Momples Road and Ladyshot will no 
longer be able to catch the bus on their 
street. 

Arriva failed to respond to requests for 
a comment by the time the Star went to 
press but this week Bob Dorr, regional 
director for Network Harlow, said Arriva’s 
existing number 6 service which runs 


between Potter Street and Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital will now be diverted along 
Maddox Road to ensure former number 8 
users still have a direct route into the town 
centre. 

“Obviously there will still be no direct 
route to Old Harlow serving the Maddox 
Road area, but as there were very few pas¬ 
sengers making that journey it shouldn't 
cause too much of a problem,” he said. 

“The re-routing of the number 6, which 
currently runs from Potter Street and up 
Howard Way, will mean that those living 
near Maddox Road will still be able to get 
into town without having to change buses.”

HARLOW Council legal advisor Mike 
White will soon be swapping his books 
for a paddle to support his son’s battle 
against leukemia. 

Mike (53) is preparing to spend two days 
canoeing 55km down the River Stour to raise 
money for the charity Leukaemia and 
Lymphoma Research after his 22-year-old son 
Robert was diagnosed with chronic myeloid 
leukaemia in March. 

Robert, who was told he had the condition just 
10 days after getting engaged to his partner of 
five years, also has the support of his future 
father-in-law Roger Craven (65), who will be 
joining Mike on the river challenge. 

“Although Robert is only a few short months 
into his treatment things are progressing as well 
as could be hoped, but everyone knows this will 
be a long journey,” said Mike. 

“It was such a huge blow to us all but Robert 
and his fiancee, Lauren, have reacted so bravely 
to the news and treatment that we decided we 
must do something to help raise money for 
research into better treatments for blood cancer. 
“So we decided to organise a canoe trip which 
we are calling Two Old Men in a Canoe to help 
raise as much as possible.” 

The pair, who both canoe recreationally, are 
tackling the challenge on June 18. Starting from 
Clare in Suffolk, they will 
canoe along the River Stour 
between Essex and Suffolk,

Firefighters target students to

HARLOW firefighters are stepping up 
their efforts to help young motorists 
understand the consequences of 
careless driving. 

Members of Blue Watch at the town’s 
fire station in Fourth Avenue have 
already worked with students from 
Harlow College and Stewards School, 
but are hoping all schools in the area 
will embrace the Live for Y.E.A.R.S 
(Year Eleven Awareness of Road 
Safety) initiative.

“In Essex during 2009 there were 811 
people killed or seriously injured in 
road traffic collisions and a large 
number of these were in the age range 
of 17-25. 

“After liaising with other local 
agencies it became apparent that Year 
11 students are a key target, so we 
decided that by speaking to young 
people just before they leam to drive 


will allow them to use what they have 
learnt from us for the future to become 
safe drivers.” 

During the Live for Y.E.A.R.S 
workshops, firefighters give students 
an hour-long presentation highlighting 
the dangers of speeding and driving 
while under the influence of alcohol 
and drugs. 

They are then shown the possible 
consequences of careless driving, 
including the devastating after effects 
road accidents can have on friends and 
family members. 

Julian added: “I am looking for all the 
schools in Harlow to embrace this 
campaign so we are able to ultimately 
reduce the number of young drivers 
being killed or seriously injured in

AN outraged grandfather 
has spoken of his disgust 
after finding bin bags full 
of dog excrement dumped 
on a footpath near a chil¬ 
dren’s play area. 

Mick Neale (69), of Little

hours or the young children that 
play near the area.

HIDDEN away behind the towering 
hedgerows on the corner of Paringdon Road 
and Southern Way, Paringdon Sports Club 
has been billed as a one-stop-shop for 
fitness fanatics. But can it seriously 
compete with Harlow's multi-million pound 
Leisurezone? News Editor CHRIS MOSS 
squeezed into his spandex bodysuit for a 
tour of the impressive facilities ahead of its 
official opening earlier this week. 


W HEN GlaxoSmithKline 

announced it was to close part of 
its New Frontiers Science Park 
site in Harlow last year, few people could 
have envisaged anything positive emerging 
from the decision. 

But now a lesser-known outpost of the 
pharmaceutical giant’s empire has been given a 
new lease of life. 

Discreetly tucked away behind towering 
hedgerows on the comer of Paringdon Road and 
Southern Way, GSK’s former staff-only sports 
and social club has now been refurbished and 
relaunched as Paringdon Sports Club. And this 
time anyone can become a member. 

“Most people won’t have even realised this place 
was here,” said new co-owner Troy Mead, who 
with business partner Dave Hancock has helped 
to rescue the mothballed sports club and open it 
up to the general public for the first time in its 
history. 

“It’s always been a strictly staff-only 
establishment,” said Troy. “Even before GSK 
took it on, BP used to mn it as a private club. But 
when we had a look around and saw the quality 
of the facilities on offer, it was a no-brainer, 
really - we had to open it up to the public.” 

With four indoor squash courts, two tennis 
courts, a cavernous sports hall, well-equipped 
gym, dance studio, saunas, snooker room and an 
all-weather playing surface, the club’s facilities 
are certainly impressive. But can it really 
compete with Harlow’s state-of-the-art 
Leisurezone? 

“We might not have a swimming pool or all the 
bells and whistles of Leisurezone, but we do have 
this,” said Troy as he throws open the double 
doors of the football changing rooms (there are 
home, away and even referee facilities) to reveal a 
lush green sea of 17 acres of immaculately- 
tended playing fields. 

“There are four full-size football pitches out 
there, as well as two mini-soccer pitches and an 
all-weather surface. When you combine that with 
the other facilities we’ve got here, it really is a 
one-stop shop for all your fitness needs. 

“Best of all, when you become a member you’ve 
got access to it all. There are no hidden charges 
for squash court hire or fitness classes as it’s all 
included. We like to think of it as being much 
more than just a gym; it’s a lifestyle.” 

Lifestyle is the buzzword for Troy and his team, 
who are hard at work putting the finishing 
touches to two new bars during my visit. As well 
as catering for social events, it will be here that 
footballers, gym users, tennis players, squash 
enthusiasts and Salsa dancers will relax and 
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TROY MEAD: “This place has been hidden away for far too long 
but hopefully it’s got a bright future ahead of it now.” 
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unwind after a hard session’s training. 

“The bars will add an extra social dimension to 
the club,” said Troy. “What could be better than 
finishing up your five-a-side game on the 
astroturf and then being able to stroll across to 
the bar to enjoy a post-match pint and a game of 
pool with your mates? 

“We’ve got so many strings to our bow. Even the 
car park, which has over 100 free spaces, is great 
for people who don’t want to have to worry about 
getting a ticket or paying extra just to park. 


“We just need to get the word out to people that 
we’re open to the public. This place has been 
hidden away for far too long but hopefully it’s got 
a bright future ahead of it now.”

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Police 

probe

POLICE have launched an investigation 
into the expenses claimed by disgraced 
Tory peer Lord Hanningfield’s for his 
work on behalf of Essex County Coun¬ 
cil. 

The probe, which was started at the request of 
County Hall chiefs, comes less than a fortnight 
after the former council leader was found guilty 
of fiddling his Parliamentary expenses. 

Current council leader Peter Martin, who took 
over the role from Lord Hanningfield, said the 
decision to contact police had been made after an 
internal audit had raised “concerns” over claims 
made by the peer during his time as head of the 
authority. 

“Since I became leader in February 2010 I 
have worked very closely with the chief executive 
and senior officers to enhance our governance 
processes,” said Mr Martin. 

“Our own rigorous internal audit revealed con¬ 
cerns over Lord Hanningfield’s expenses while 
he was leader of this council and we have taken a 
robust approach to dealing with their findings. 

“In consultation with the chief executive we 
have asked Essex Police to investigate the mat¬ 
ter.” 

He confirmed that Lord Hanningfield, who 
remains a county councillor until he is sentenced 
later this month, had now been excluded from 
the ruling Conservative group at County Hall. 

An Essex Police spokesman this week con¬ 
firmed the Kent and Essex serious economic 
crime unit was investigating expenses claims at 
the county council but declined to specify which 
ones had triggered the inquiry. 

Lord Hanningfield (70), a former Lords oppo¬ 
sition frontbencher, was found guilty of six 
charges of false accounting at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on May 26. He denied all the charges 
against him. 

The jury found that he had unlawfully claimed 
£13,379 for overnight stays in London when he 
was not in the capital, as well as £382 in train 
fares and £147 in mileage by doubling the seven- 
mile distance from his home in West 
Hanningfield, near Chelmsford, to the railway 
station. 

He is due to return to court later this month for 
sentence.

At present this service runs through 
well established housing areas but is to 
be diverted to First Avenue for which, 
to the best of my knowledge, there are 
already at least two bus services.

Putting pupils first 

SIR, I agree with Harlow Against the 
Cuts in its opposition to the town’s 
secondary schools moving to Academy 
status. 

Headteachers and governors are being 
misled into believing there is no 
alternative and that converting quickly 
is the only option available. But before 
schools move towards an irreversible 
decision, surely the widest possible 
consultation should be undertaken? 

As a local councillor I have been given 
minimal information over the 
proposals. I was not made aware of 
Passmores’ decision to convert until 
December last year, a full five months 
after the decision had been made and 
only because I sat on the Scrutiny 
Committee which was reviewing the 
Academies Act. 

Last week St Marks announced to staff 
its decision to become an Academy 
which, if agreed, will go ahead in 


September this year. That’s only 
seven school weeks away. One letter 
home to parents is not a full 
consultation; all members of the 
community deserve the opportunity 
to have their say on the future of 
education delivery in their local area. 
The benefit of an increased budget 
will be offset by the fact that schools 
will have to pay for services such as 
governor and employment support, 
school improvement, health and 
safety, legal advice, financial service 
and SEN provision. Local authorities 
will be free to charge extra for 
schools buying into this expertise. 
Furthermore, by opting out of local 
education authority control, 
Academies will have little 
accountability to the local 
community. 

Last summer a poll for IPOS MORI 
found that 96 per cent of parents 
want a good local school run by local 
authorities. Teachers in all major 
professional organisations are against 
Academies. 

The long-term consequences of 
Academy schools have not been fully 
explored and short-termism seems to 
prevail. 

In all of these discussions the most 
important consideration must be the 
impact on the education of young 
people in the town. In the rush to 
become an Academy, this vital factor 
seems to have been overlooked.

When a funeral has taken place on a 
Friday the flowers are thrown into the 
skip the following Monday. This is 
not only disheartening but very 
disrespectful. 

This has happened to our own family 
and when I asked a council worker 
why they were in the skip so soon the 
reply I received was they were all 
dead anyway. This was definitely not 
the case. 

I went to the crematorium last 
Sunday and saw some beautiful floral 
tributes that had been placed there on 
Friday. On Monday these same 
flowers were dumped ino the skip. 
This is happening every week and 
obviously needs urgent attention to 
prevent this from happening any 
further. We realise they have to be 
removed after a reasonable length of 
time but surely a rotation system 
would be much kinder. 

I would be interested to hear other 
people’s views on this matter and, in 
particular, Harlow Council’s.

“Speaking to all the family Jim’s 
children have great memories of 
Johnson Matthey giving big 
children’s Christmas parties, dinners, 
dances and trips to Wembley by 
coach. 

“Grandad worked in the foundary on 
shift work until he retired around 
1985.” 

Dave Hollyoake (57), of Longbanks, 
recognised some of the people in the 
picture after working at the company 
“in the hot summer of 1976”. 

“From the back row left to right I 
remember the second left is Ash, 
then Arthur Bristow, Joe Thomas, 
Alex Harry Day, Mick Lewis and 
Jack Barrick. Then, third from left at 
the front, is Charlie Riley, Jack 
Stevens, Bill, Jim Howell, Sid 
Hawkins and Martin Green. 


“It was a very dirty and dangerous 
job because we were working with 
poisonous fumes, but we had great 
times,” he added.

“We moved to Harlow in 1961 and I 
can remember we used to go to the 
dances and had some good times,” 
she wrote.

Drivers caught in 
safety crackdown 

POLICE carrying out safety spotchecks 
on light goods vehicle recorded more 
than 50 offences. 

Drivers were intercepted by police 
motorcyclists and escorted to the 
weighbridge area at the Ml 1 junction 
near Harlow where their vehicles were 
examined by road policing officers and 
officers from the Commercial Vehicle 
Unit.

Seeking help in the 
event of redundancy 


LOSING a job is difficult enough 
without being confronted with 
documents containing legal jargon 
and a request to sign away your 
rights to take the decision to a 
tribunal or court. 

But this was the situation one 
local resident was faced with 
when his employer announced 
that he was to be made 
redundant. 

He was offered the opportunity to 
sign a compromise agreement 
containing details of the financial 
settlement offered but was 
confused about whether it was a 
reasonable offer. 

Our solicitor established what 
statutory and contractual 
employment entitlements the 
person had and advised him that 
it was a fair offer. 

When there is a dispute or a 
potential dispute between an 
employer and employee, there are 
several ways this can be dealt 
with including what are known as 
compromise agreements. 
Compromise agreements are 
legally binding agreements that 
set out the terms and conditions 
reached when employment is to 
be terminated or a dispute needs 
to be resolved. 

Accepting the terms offered and 
signing an agreement means it is 
no longer possible to bring a claim 
in an employment tribunal or 


court. There are some exceptions 
to this rule but generally speaking 
signing a compromise agreement 
brings the matter to a close. 

A compromise agreement is only 
valid if the employee has received 
independent legal advice from a 
qualified person. Most employers 
pay for independent advice for 
their employees. The first 
£30,000 of a payment made as 
compensation for loss of 
employment is normally tax-free. 
There is no obligation to sign a 
compromise agreement. Some 
agreements are improved 
following negotiation. Including an 
agreed reference is often helpful. 
Confidentiality clauses are 
frequently included. 

After considering all their options, 
some people decide to take their 
case to an employment tribunal or 
court. 

The Employment Rights (Disputes 
Resolution) Act 1998 specifies 
that advice on compromise 
agreements can only be given by 
qualified trade union officials, 
advice centre workers or lawyers 
who hold appropriate professional 
indemnity insurance.

CYCLISTS are being enco¬ 
uraged to get on their bikes 
and take advantage of a new 
£800,000 initiative provid¬ 
ing top-notch cycling facili¬ 
ties across Harlow. 

The Cycle Harlow project, 
funded by Essex County Coun¬ 
cil, has delivered a new off-road 
cycle path along Southern Way, 
upgraded signage across the 
town, new equipment for local 
club Cycle Harlow and training 
across the community.

KUNG FU PANDA 2 (3D & 2D) 
certificate PG r 1h30m 

PREPARE for the return of 
awesomeness in Jennifer Yuh 
Nelson’s energetic martial arts 
comedy which kicks computer- 
animated butt and comes close to 
matching the rumbustious fun of 
the 2008 original. 

Screenwriters Jonathan Aibel and 
Glenn Berger flashback to overweight 
panda Po’s tortured past as the 
inspiration for this tale of identity and 
retribution, taking the story into far 
darker territory. 

However, Jack Black’s whirlwind 
vocal performance provides a 
generous smattering of belly laughs 


and the visuals are gorgeous and 
colourful, notably in the frenetic set 
pieces which punctuate the narrative. 
The introduction of the 3D format 
almost warrants the additional ticket 
price, adding depth to the gorgeous 
rolling landscapes of ancient China 
replete with bamboo forests and 
ornate palaces. 

That said, younger audiences will get 
just as much fun from the traditional 
2D version without the discomfort or 
distraction of the plastic spectacles. 
Overweight panda Po (voiced by 
Black) is living his dream as an all¬ 
action bear, honing his skills under 
the watchful eye of mentor Shifu 
(Dustin Hoffman). However, he is 
haunted by fragmented memories 
which eventually reveal how his 


father came to be a goose called Mr 
Ping (James Wong). 

It transpires that an evil peacock - 
Lord Shen (Gary Oldman) - is the 
cause of Po’s deep emotional 
wounds. 

Spurred on by a dire warning about 
pandas from an elderly soothsayer 
(Michelle Yeoh), Shen and his army 
of snarling wolves are on a collision 
course with Po, armed with a deadly 
weapon that could bring China to its 
knees. 

Thankfully, Po can always rely on The 
Furious Five - Crane (David Cross), 
Mantis (Seth Rogen), Monkey (Jackie 
Chan), Tigress (Angelina Jolie) and 
Viper (Lucy Liu) - to avert disaster. 
Kung Fu Panda 2 relies heavily on 
Black to unleash his verbal fireworks 


and to continue sparking potential 
romance with Jolie's kung fu kitty. 
Hoffman’s comic timing is 
impeccable and Oldman delivers his 
lines in suitably Machiavellian tones. 
The action sequences are bigger and 
more complex but still fall short of 
the intricacy of rival Pixar's most 
recent pictures. 

Alas, the feelgood revelations at the 
end of Kung Fu Panda 2 suggest that 
as long as box office tills ring, there 
will be more chapters in Po’s journey 
of self-discovery. 

Having achieved inner peace in this 
instalment, expect Kung Fu Panda 3 
to tackle global child obesity by 
having its rotund hero achieve outer 
peace through a crash diet.

I t may sound like 

something of an insult, 
but actually it is a 
praiseworthy statement to 
say that VauxhalPs Corsa 
has virtually become a piece 
of street furniture. 

Learners learn to drive in 
them, newly-qualified drivers 
then go out and buy them, as 
do small families, pensioners 
and youngsters. It is a car with 
universal appeal which is why 
you see so many of the little 
blighters. 

But it would be naive to live off 
its reputation and so, 
understandably, Vauxhall has 
taken the Corsa in for a little 
spruce up to keep it at the top 
of its game. Last year saw the 
suspension set up benefit from 
detail changes, whereas this 
2011 model now has a series of 
design and specification 
enhancements for further grin 
inducement. 

Although the Corsa is one of 
the most familiar shapes on the 
UK’s roads, it is easy to spot 
the latest version thanks to the 
broad grin of the new grille.

HAWKS boss Danny 
Chapman has swooped for 
Ware midfielder Max 
Mitchell and keeper Elliott 
Justham from Redbridge.

Cooper may be a possible replace¬ 
ment, but he faces a battle to replace 
Lee Gledhill and skipper Leo Roget, 
who impressed together at the tail end 
of the season as Hawks secured a 
play-off spot. 

Chapman has not seen much of 
Cooper and said: “Christian Wheeler

Strikers Rhys Henry and James 
Bunn will also be on trial in the pre¬ 
season period. 

“Rhys was here when Ryan Kirby 
was manager when he came [on loan] 
from Southend. He was at Needham 
Market last year and we will have a 
look at him,” said Chapman. 

“As a hold-up player, James Bunn 
is exceptional and we will have to 
look at him [and his fitness level].” 

Chapman had hoped to sign 
Brentwood midfielder Ross 
Parmenter, but he has gone to Histon. 

“They are in the Blue Square Bet 
North so I have no problems with 
that,” said the Hawks boss. 



Thrilling fifth win opens up gap at the top 


AN excellent run chase from 
Harlow at Leigh-on-Sea maintained 
the Marigolds men’s proud 
unbeaten run - and kept them in 
top spot in division two. 

Harlow have won all five league 
games and go into this Saturday’s 
home game against Horndon-on- 
the-Hill 15 points ahead of second- 
placed Walthamstow. 

The two sides head been level on 
points going into last weekend’s 
matches, but Walthamstow suffered 
a surprise 8-run defeat against 
Stanford-le-Hope.
